In accordance with the City’s Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget 
adjustments must be submitted to the Controller’s office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached are an ordinance and resolution detailing 
those requests submitted by March 1. They have been approved by the respective 
Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor.

Transfers within departments 

a. The Personnel Dept. requests a transfer of $2,109 from 4300’s to the 
4400's. Funds are needed to replace a computer and printer in the 
payroll department that are not repairable. 


b. The Clerk’s Office requests a transfer of $3,000 from the 4100’s to 
the 4400’s to cover additional costs of renovating the Chambers. 


ce The Metro Human Relations office requests a transfer of $5,000 to 
the 4400's to replace a copier that has become to costly to repair. 
Will reduce 4200's and 4300's by delaying networking cost and 
production of official records. 


de The Parks Dept. requests a transfer of $55,485 from 4100’s to 4300’s 
to increase contractual tree trimming and not filling two vacant 
tree division positions. 


Additional Appropriation 

A request is made to appropriate the Domestic Violence Commission Fund’s 
budget for 1994 for the amount of $7,190. The funds will come from 
personnel dollars included in the Police Dept. budget for the Victim's 
Assistance office. The money needed for that Victim’s Assistance position 
can be partially funded from grant dollars. 


Disappropriation 

The Police Dept. requests a disappropriation of $7,190 from the 4100's. 
These dollars were budgeted for a Victims Assistance position that can now 
be funded from grant dollars. These funds are now necessary to fund the 
Domestic Violence Commission.
